The  estimated  population  of  the  area  increased  from  if3j210  to  43 

The  rateable  value  decreased  in  one  district  by  L3>000. 

The  number  of  births  fell  from  800  to  722,  there  being  a  considerable 
drop  in  the  birth  rate  in  three  districts,  but  the  rate  for  the  whole  area{/4‘^0 
still  compares  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales 

Deaths  decreased  from  301  to  493  with  a  fractional  lowering  of  the 
death-rate,  v/hich  is  slightly  belov/  that  for  the  whole  country  (11.7).  The 
crude  death  rate  was  more  even  over  the  four  districts  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Comparable  rates  are  given. 

Infant- deaths  showed  an  increase  of  one,  but  there  v/as  none  in  the 
Borough  of  Tenterden. 

There  was  some  increase  in  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  though  notifications 
were  less  than  in  any  of  the  previous  five  years  and  tend  to  fall  more  into 
the  higher  age  groups.  There  were  no  nev/  cases  in  Tenterden  Borough. 

It  is  good  to  be  able  to  record  a  decrease,  by  J>0fof  in  deaths  from 
cancer,  the  number  being  belov/  the  average  of  the  previous  nine  years.  There 
vi/as  a  considerable  increase  in  deaths  from  pneumonia,  but  none  from  diphtheria 
and  measles,  nor  from  puerperal  sepsis. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  practically  complete.  Only  just  over  a 
quarter  of  the  houses  are  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  one  in  every  twelve 
axe  classified  for  demolition,  and  the  remaining  two- thirds  require  construo-5 
tional  improvement  or  repairs  in  greater  or  less  degree. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  a  beginning  has  been  made  v/ith  works  to 
rectify  the  many  nuisances  caused  through  defective  or  insufficient  sewerage 
plants.

Various  extensions  to  water  supplies  have  been  made  and  others  needed 
are  under  consideration,  awaiting  approval.  Springs  and  wells  remain 
unsatisfactory  in  the  majority  of  cases,  being  either  contaminated  or 
insufficient  in  supply. 

A  table  of  v/ater  supplies,  direct  or  by  standpipes,  in  the  villages 
is  given,  revised  in  the  light  of  the  more  up'-to-de.te  information  obtained 
in  the  Rural  Housing  Survey. 

Since  1st  October,  1949,  the  Local  Authorities  have  been  responsible 
for  the  supervision  of  retail  supplies  of  milk  only.  Periodic  sampling  of 
these  has  been  arranged. 

The  number  of  shops  desiring  to  sell  ice-cream  has  increased  almost 
lOO/o,  involving  considerably  more  work  in  inspection  and  sampling.  Two-thirds 
of  samples  examined  i^crc  in  G-re.dos  1  or  2. 

Infectious  disease  during  the  year  w/as  much  more  prevalent,  798  cases 
were  notified  as  against  593  in  1948  (two-thirds  of  the  increase  being  in 
one  district),  ms.inly  due  to  epidemics  of  measles,  whooping-cough  and 
scaxlet  fever.  There  v/ere  no  outbreeJks  of  food  poisoning,  only  sporadic 
cases. 

Information  about  rat  control  has  been  included, 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  helpful  cooperation  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  at  all  times.

POPULATION 0  There  was  an  increase  of  population,  as  estimated  by  the 

Registrar  General,  in  all  districts,  except  M8,idstone  Rural,  which 
again  shov/s  a  decrease  (290). 

The  Tenterden  Rural  District  remains  the  most  sparsely  populated 
and  has  the  least  number  of  persons  per  house. 

The  two  semi-urbaniscd  districts  -  Tenterden  Borough  and 
Maidstone  Rural  -  have  the  smallest,  and  the  tv/o  very  rural  districts, 
the  largest  relative  acreage  per  person.

There  v/as  Cu  slight  decrease  of  births  in  three  districts,  but  a 
slight  increase  in  Cranbrook  Rural  v/ith  corresponding  changes  in  the 
birth  rate. 

Over  the  area^,  as  ci  Y/hole,  there  is  again  a  decrease,  but  the 
rate  l6,6l  compares  fa.vourably  v/ith  tha.t  for  England  and  Wales  (l6.7)<= 


DEATHS.  Deaths  decreased  in  all  areas,  except  Cranbrook  Rural,  which 

shows  an  increa.se  from  149  to  173*  In  Tenterden  Borough  there  v/as 
a  considerable  decrca.se  in  the  dea.th  ra.te. 

The  rate  is  slightly  belov\/  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.7)  in 
all  districts,  except  Cranbrook  Rural.  Comparing  the  natural 
increases  (births  over  deaths)  v;ith  those  for  the  previous  five  years, 
they  are  still  above  the  avera.ge,  except  in  the  Ma.idstone  Rural 
District,  They  all  show  fluctuation,  except  Tenterden  Rural,  which 
has  maintained  a.  stca.dy  increase  over  the  last  four  years. 

The  number  of  infantile  dea.ths  in  the  area,  increased  from  21  to 
22  and  the  death  ra.te  from  26,25  to  30, 47*  There  was  a  considerable 

increase  in  the  Cranbrook  Rural  District;  neanly  half  of  the  deaths 
in  the  Area,  occurred  in  that  district.  There  were  no  infantile  deaths 
among  illegitimate  children.

Sewers  and  refuse  tips 
were  regularly  treated.  The  service  was  given  free  to  householders,  but  the 
full  ch8.rge  was  made  for  treating  business  piremises. 

MAIDSTONE  RURilL  DISTRICT. 

753  Inspections  were  made,  and  77  treatments  given,  Sev/ers  were  baited 
during  the  year  and  found  not  rat  infested;  sewage  works  end  refuse  tips  v/ere 
treated  when  necessary. 

Householders  and  tradesmen  were  not  charged  for  this  service. 

TENTERDEN  RURiTL  DISTRICT. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  free  follov/ing  complaints  of  rat  infestation 
at  dv/olling  houses.  23  such  complaints  were  investigated  and  19  treatments 
given.  Periodical  baiting  is  carried  out  at  the  Council  promises,  land, 
refuse  tips,  etc,,  cand  public  sev^ers  are  test  baited  annuaJly.  Joint  operations 
are  carried  out  with  the  Kent  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  v/here 
agricultural  premises  adjoin  dwelling  houses.  Throe  such  infestations  were 
reported  in  1949.

Misuse  of  refuse  bins  and  of  latrines  is  still  one  of  the  mo.in 
difficulties . 

Cookhouse  accommodation  is  usually  not  used  except  in  wet  weather. 

There  are^  hov/ever,  a  few  camps  in  which  cookhouses  must  be  used,  outside 
fires  not  being  permitted. 

It  appears  undesirable  that  huts  intended  for  human  occupation  during 
the  picking  seo.son,  should  at  other  times  be  used  for  animals,  e.g.,  pigs, 
oY/ing  to  the  extreme  difficulty  of  efficient  cleansing  of  the  woodwork  and 
rendering  the  huts  really  sanitary.

The  camp  found  unsatisfactory  the  year  before  shows  improvement.  Some 
huts  were  reconditioned  with  concrete  floors  and  latrines  improved. 

CRANBRCCK  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

The  general  standard  of  huts  continues  to  improve,  4-7  ^^cw  huts  v/ere 
erected  this  year.  119  of  the  camps  are  supxjlied  i^/ith  mains  water.  Provision 
of  individual  stoves  for  cooking  is  increasing.  Supervision  by  farmers  shoY/ed 
improvement,  but  the  education  of  the  pickers  in  the  use  of  latrines  and  refuse 
bins  and  of  the  camps  generally  must  be  continued. 

I>lAIDSTCiIIE  RURAL  DISTRICT, 

All  new  huts  are  provided  vTith  v/indoY/s  and  concrete  floors,  65  nev/  huts 
Yy^ere  built.
